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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 



Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
an encoder for encoding audio signals, the encoder comprising: 

means (10) for generating a set of spatial parameters (IPDI; ICi) indicative of 
spatial properties of the at least two input audio signals (x(n),y(n)), wherein the set of 
spatial parameters (IPDi; ICi) at least comprises an inter-channel coherence value (ICi) 
and/or an inter-channel phase difference value (IPDi), and wherein the means (10) for 
generating the set of spatial parameters (IPDi; ICi) comprises means (I 1 2) for 
determining an absolute value of the complex coherence value (Qi) to obtain an 
estimate of the inter-channel coherence value (ICi), and/or means (13) for determining 
an argument of the complex coherence value (Qi) to obtain an estimate of the inter- 
channel phase difference value (IPDi), in combination with other limitations, as specified 
in the independent Claim 1 .

Regarding claim 6, the prior art of record fails to teacli or suggest a metliod of 
encoding audio signals, the method comprising: 

generating (10) a set of spatial parameters (IPDi; ICi) indicative of spatial 
properties of the at least two input audio signals (x(n), y(n)), wherein the set of spatial 
parameters (IPDi; ICi) at least comprises an inter-channel coherence value (ICi) and/or 
an inter-channel phase difference value (IPDi), and wherein the step of generating (10) 
the set of spatial parameters (IPD; IC) comprises determining (112) an absolute value of 
the complex coherence value (Qi) to obtain an estimate of the inter-channel coherence 
value (ICi), and/or determining (113) an argument of the complex coherence value (Qi) 
to obtain an estimate of the inter-channel phase difference value (IPDi), in combination 
with other limitations, as specified in the independent Claim 6. 

Claims 2-5 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claim 1 .
